The Tesada Swindle. 

On WednesJay ksl -we placed be- 
fore our readers a careful resume of 
bbe principal facts elicited under oath 
beford the Commission, and we hint- 
ed at the conclusions to which these 
faol^, ^irresistibly pointed.

This person is very much 
iu the position of a certain jud^c 
who, when reminded that his charge 
to the jury was no doubt very impreB- 
sive hat tliat it was in direct conflict 
with the facts of the case, coolly i"o- 
tortod, "So muck the wovso for Hbo 
facts!" When Mr. DoGosmos under- 
takes through his paper to charactoriso 
as "deliberate uutrutb" blatenicuts 
mndo under oath by respectable wit- 
nesses be ought to bo aware tbat he is 
only making a bad case worse. It 
occurs to us to ask why the evidence 
taken before the Commission has not 
been published. The Commissioners 
took it down carefully, had it trans- 
cribed and forwarded it along with 
their Eeport; but the Ministers have, 
for reasons easily understood, sup- 
pressed it! Let them publish the evi- 
dence, instead of misr^preRouting it 
through the oolumnc of their organ, 
and yra shall be quite oontent to leave 
the public to form their own conclu- 
sions. In dealing with the evidence, 
tlie other day, we overlooked a very 
ugly.feature. of the case. When it 
was understood tbat other parties 
were going on the Island in search of 
iron land and that the bogus pre- 
eihptions of the "Ring" were in 
danger, Mr? DeCosmos was ai^pealod 
to. And what advice did lie give? 
Consult teith my Attorney-General <tii,i 
rush on mors pre'smjitioHsl They diil 
both; AND WE FIND MR. WAL- 
KEM ACTING IN THIS MATTER 
IN THE DUAL CAPACITY OP LE 
GAL ADYISER FOR A ."RING" 
MAKENGARAID UPON VALUA- 
BLE CROWN LAND, AND LEGAL 
ADYISER OF THE CROWN! Can 
a more corrupt or Bcandloua aarrange- 
ment will be conceived? As Attorney- 
General Mr. Walkem was paid, and 
well paid, to guard the interests of the 
Crown. As the retained adviser of 
the "Ring" he was paid for aiding 
them in their raid against the interests 
of the Crown! A great deal has been 
said on the score of responsibility and 
expense. Under the former liead, the 
local organ has followed the member 
for Nanaimo ivith one continuous out- 
pour of-^ Billingsgate, reiterating the 
lalsehood that it was he who made the 
charges, and denouncing him as a 
calumniator and unfit to associate with 
gentlemen, &c., &c. An examination 
into the facts will show such language 
to be only ai^i^licablo to its author, j 
It just happens that the official records 
at the House of Assembly jirove not 
only that the member for Nanaimo did 
not make any charge whatever, but 
that he ahsohUdy re/uned to do so, although 
the whole influence and ingenuity of 
the QoTemment were ezeited to place 
him in that position. The position he 
took and maintained throughout was 
that, these oharges having been made 
in the public newspapers, ho thought 
It was right and in the interest of good 
Government that they should be en- 
quired into. The organ says that, at- 
tention having been called to those 
newspaper charges, it became a matter 
of ab.^ohite necessity that an investiga- 
tion should take place. How, then, 
<;amo the House to j)ass the Resolution 
placing on record an opinion e.-cactly 
the opposite? In regard to the charges 
themselvoa, we would remind our con- 
temporary that bofor<? the emjuiiy was

But we altogether dilTer with our c(hi- 
lon)i)urary as regards the utility of 
tlie e.vpcnditure consequent upon the 
investigation. In their influence upon 
^'oud government in this Provincio.as a 
detorreut, ft terror to evil-doers, we l)e- 
liovo tlie indirect results of the Royal 
CoiJimixsion to bo vvortli far more to 
the country than the liftonii liundred 
dollnrs expcned, huloai] tlio (.'hicf 
Juslice cNpicssed a siwUftr opinion iu 
Llio ('(jursc oi' tlio pi'OceediDgrt, 



Local Government are concerned, per- 
haps we have been too severe. The 
owners and oclitor of the one publish- 
ed at New Westminster are all mem- 
bers of the Toxada Ring, having a 
direct personal interest in the issue. 
The one published iu this city is prin- 
cipally owned and altogether controled 
by the chief operator in the plot;. so 
that a very great deal of allowance 
ought to bo made for what these organs 
may say on the subject. Thoy are 
very much in the position of a tbiel 
before the Court protesting that he is 
innocent.

Yesterday two or three important do- 

cumonts iiuliciitivo of tho estirniilo put 
nijon High Ohurcli pructicos woro laid 
before tho Episco|)al Gouvoution. Two 
dioceses at least, Virginia and Muryhind, 
have Qpokon ompbatically on these ntuul- 
ijtio ceremonies. The former toucheH 
up tho House of Bishops for their at- 
tempt to daub the breach in the Ohurch 
witli unteiiipiuod mortar and to cry peace, 
|ieiu!i> , wlicn there is no peace. It then 
dt'cJui-os timt tho bishops, being 
patLMitly ])c)\verlef.'i, tho Qoneral Conveu- 
lion Itself inuMt talio tho mutter in hand 
and prohibit by cauuu the olmoxious 
rites. The two canons presontod yester- 
day, if adopted by the Convention, strict 
and explicit as thoy are, will not, how- 
over, ]jiit an (Mid to tlieso practices unions 
tho bishons enforce them. And while 
souio uf tlu'ia muloijjtedly will, others, it 
is aafo to presume, will not. but tli 
ritualists aru in groat trepidation leat 
thoy shall be legislated ont of tho Epis 
copal Clinrch. Hence, instead of tho de 
fiiiut attitude which they assumed a year 
or two ago, tlii.'y, reatling the signs of the 
times, have come down now to tho levul 
of lioping und praying to bo lot alone. 
And to-day J)r. Ewer will present bistor- 
ic:\\ argnmout.s iu |jroof of tho co exist- 
enco of High and Low Church views in 
the Church. While tho Low Church 
party are a decided majority iu the Con- 
vention thero is a respectabiu minority of 
high churchmen there also, and whenever 
till) oanipuign opens it will prove highly 
iutorcsting to the [)ublic.

eventualities which some believe are not 
very remoto. Tho assurances of the 
Groat Powers as to the prospects of long 
enduring peace have not suiQced to dis- 
pel uneasiness, which has for its cause 
the alleged determination of Germany to 
harass ami humiliate France, to keep 
alive in hor breast tlio sting of dofoat.and 
U90 towards hor at every opportunity a 
sort of petty pressure which may servo 
to remind hor that she has mat her mas- 
ter, and that it behoves hor to bo modest 
in her attitude and submissive in her 
tone. This charge is brought by the 
French against their lato conqnerers; but 
tho latter, on tho other hand, repudiate 
the vexatious iutention imputed to thom, 
and still more strongly deny the poBiikil- 
ity of a fresh conliict." 

BrusseIiS, Oct. 27. — La iVbrci discredits 
the reported agreement of Pranes to sup- 
port Bussia in her policy in the East.and 
positively contradicts the recent reports 
that Germany was about to send a note to 
Franca indorsing tho Spanish complaints 
as to the Carlists. It strengthens the 
contradiction with a Btntemeut that the 
German Minister disapproves of the tone 
of Spain's last communication to France.

New York, Oct. 24. — ^Thii aftercoon as 
ths White Star steamer Adriatic was go-

Island. Tho Adriatic had her port sido 
stove in, causing her to leak badly.

India- 

Calcutta, Oct. 25. — Nana Sahib has 
hoen surrenderod into the hands of the 
British oflioers by the Maharajah of Scin- 
da. It ia understood that a letter from 
Nana to tho Maharajah, asking for pro- 
tuclion, gave the first intimation of the 
whereabouts of the chief, and led to his 
capture. In a confession the prisoner 
stated that he took part in the mutiny, 
but denied having anything to do with 
the Cawnpore massacre. He gave inter- 
esting aoconnts of his subsequent wander- 
ings. After making this confession ha 
sought to withdraw it. Phvsiniana have 
examined him, and express doubts as to 
his identity because bis appearance is too 
youtbfal;and a surgeon who was in Cawn- 
pore at the time of tho revolt, and often 
saw Nana Sabib, failed lo recognize the 
prisoner BS -the man. ' Other witnesses 
have been summoned.

The popular volo on that occa.siou 
would, as nearly as I can judge, Lavo 
given eight out of tho twoiity-ono to 
that sido iuHtond of two, "and but 
thirteen to tho Government instead of 
nineteen. Our principle of' Govern- 
ment is that tho raujority must decide. 
Upon wliat i.s it founded? Well, you 
cannot give a roason except this, that 
it isTiecessaiy. It is the only way in 
wliich Government can be carried on 
at uU. But if tho minority must, on 
thifi ground of necessity, bo^v to the 
vote of tho majority, the majority is all 
the nioro bound to .see that tho niiuoi- 
ity has itn fair share of representation, 
its fair weight in the councils of the 
country. The majority must recollect 
that it may become the minority one 
day, and that then it would like to 
have its fair share iu those councils, 
and such disparities as theso are not 
likely to induce a feeling of cheerful 
BubniisHion on tho part of the minority. 
In^ Ontario, in the election of 
18G7 — I cannot, of course, bo pre- 
cisely accurate in theso matters, be- 
cause there wore some acclamation 
returns, and there are other difficulties 
in making an exact calculation — but 
there wero 83 mombors to bo return- 
ed. The wIkjIo popular vote would 
have resulted in n slight nuijority for 
tlieLihoral party over tho G ovcriunent, 
but, discarding fractious, the result 
would give 41 nsombers to each. The 
Government, however, carried 49 seats 
to ;il, and so the Liberal party did not 
obtain its fair share in the Govern- 
ment of tho couutry. A turn of 408 
votes would haveltaken seventeen scats 
from the Government and given them 
to tho Liberal party. AVe say we 
have representation by population, but 
we have not representation by popula- 
tion unless the pojmlation has a re- 
presentation in tho Legislature ocpiiva- 
lent to its strength at the polls. In 
tho late election of 1874, tlie popular 
voice, although very strongly in favor 
of tho Government, was by no moans 
80 decided as the returns showed. And 
besides this, 178 votes turned the 
other way would have changed eight 
seats, making a difference of sixteen 
on a divison. Littlo more than double 
that number would have changed 
sixtoon seats, or thirty-two on a divi- 
sion, ond this in a Province where 
over 200,000 votes would, if all the 
elections wero contested, have been 
polled. Mj own opinion is that it is 
not houses, and stocks, and farms that 
are represented; but human beings, 
with immortal souls— theso are the 
true subjects of representation, the 
sharers iu, tho owners of, political 
power, and I think a scheme ought to 
be devised, as a scheme has been de- 
vised, to give them a fairer rejiresen- 
tation. In Engl.ind, iu constituencies 
wliich return three or four members, 
a cumbrous mode has been adopted, 
called tho "restrictive vote," which 1 
do not recommend, by which each 
man rotes for one less than the whole 
number to be elected. That gives 
some representation to each side in 
tho School lioard elections, which 
have caused the greatest possible in- 
terest and excitement, and have resul- 
ted in London in the return of an 
Educational Parlianifint which may vio 
with the Parliament of the Empire in 
ability in jiroportion to its members, 
tho cumulative system has been with 
great advantage adojited. By this 
the voter, having ^ns many votes ns 
there are members, may give the 
whole of his votes to one candid^ite or 
divido them as he pleases. That sys- 
tem has been also adopted with tiie 
most beneficial results in tho State ol 
Illinois, where the returns under tho 
amended .xonstitution of ISTO have 
been withiii one of the actual i:)oiDular 
voico. 1 isay the system' of represen- 
tation under which we now live is in- 
adequate to tho purposes of tho age. 
The uDmplicated intercBis of society, 
tho various views entertained by var- 
ious soctions of people, the enormous 
divergencies and the minor shades of 
divergency which exist, tho fact thut 
you cannot accurately or reasonably 
approximate the real strength of popu- 
lar opinion as evinced at the polls by 
the retilm of members of Parliament 
— these oonsiderationa are sufhcient 
to condemn the existing system and 
send us on search for a better. That 
"better can, I believe, be found, and i 
it bo reserved for this Proviui'o, or 
this Dominion to sot tho oxaniplc i>( 
finding it, a great benelit will have 
been conferred by us on the cumo < f 
freedom throughout the world. I be- 
lieve Mr. Hare's system or some modi- 
fication of it— a system by which each 
voter may vote for any one ho pleases, 
and give his v()t(j, sluiuUl it not be 
rc(piirod for his first choice, to second, 
third, or fourth candidates, in the or- 
der of his 'preference — ^vould result 
in the return by unanimous constitu- 
encies of men having tho conlidence 
of those (ionstituencies, and of just so 
many mon ou each side as the sli'cngth 
of that sido at the polls would justify, 
"What is my position to-day? 1 have a 
very largo constituency. I repiosent 
H constihiency in whieli many more 
voles wero polled against mo than 
fiufiicod to return Mr. Dymond. AVith- 
in nine of '2,(100 vote.i wero ])oll('d 
against me. Can I say I represent 
tbuBO people? I do not. 1 do not 
represent their views. They thought 
I was wrong; thoy wished to defeat 
mo; tlioy wish to cQudouo tho Pacific 
scandal and tiA support tho lato Gov- 
ornmont, 1 am bound to consider 
tlioiy individual wants, but I cannot 
say I represent their views. How ai o 
thoy represented? Some ^vill say that 
])Ooplo along way ofl' elected, say, Mr. 
Cameron, of Cardw(dl, or Mr, Farrow, 
of North Huron, lo roju'cscnt tliom. 
That is avery peouliai- mode represent- 
ation, by which tho unrepresjutcd 
niinorities of adverse views iudilTerent 



constituencies are in, effect ,^Jld that 
they are to be ' content because there 

are others in like evil plight. Look at 
home. Turn to this Metropolit.-in district 
Take, if you please, the old county of 
York, including Toronto, Ontario and 
Peel. You have there nine districts,, 
and you have nine. members- all on one 
sido, and not a single one on the other, 
Tho return at the polls gave five to four. 
Tho po])ular vote gave you five and 
and adversaries four, iijid upon a 
proper system of represoutntion tliat 
would have been tho proportion of tho 
mombors. We shall Imvc to settle 
before long the question of the Parlia- 
mentary system of tho future. As the 
late Prince Consort said some years 
ago, Parliamentary systems are on 
thoir trial. When we provide a plan 
by wlurh every man shall be represent- 
ed, by which each sido of opinion shall 
bo roprosentod, in proportion to its 
strength, wo shall have avoided tho 
the difficulties which result from the 
artificial divisions which we make, and 
which render tha expression of opinion 
by the returns so essentially different ' 
from that shown at the polls. 



Who Invented Sausases? 

not HEYWOOD. 

.\ correspondent asks us this question: 
"Who was thu inventor of sausages?" 
Wo answered; It was unknown. Julius 
Ca-sar claimed to bo tho inventor, but 
historians and commentators have uni- 
versally scouted his claim. There is no 
doubt in tho minds of the beat informed 
writers on the subject but that the Ger- 
mans wore tho inventors of tho sausage, 
and that Ciusar in his wars against the 
stubborn German tiibos became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making tho sausage. 
On his return to Pome, after crossing the 
Rubicon, ho tried to induce the inhabit- 
ants of tho Imperial city to adopt it as an 
article of food, Imt the Romans wero rich, 
tlioy fed on lu.xuries garnered from the 
lands which thoy had conquered and 
tho^ rejected "the sausage. On the morn- 
ing of tho day of his death at the hands 
of tho conspirators, Ca-sar sadly informed 
his wife that Imperial Kome was totter- 
ing to its fall, and that fall was hastened - ' 
by Its rejection of sousages. It isasingn- 
lar and extraordinary fact— one quoted 
by the great historian Simanides, and 
Gibbons, and Niebuhr— that no nation 
has boon groat as a military power, in 
modern times, which did not make sau- 
sages one of its prime articles of diet. 
Tho recent war between Germany and 
Franco proves this. Seventy-five year* 
ago tho Preuch were intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europe, .But 
hue the Eomans, they took to luxuroua 
li\nng, and tho downfall of Ui belle Franos 
follon'ed. 

Tho (iermaus have always been a war- 
like nuti in. They have aUays been eat- 
ers Lii saiusugo. Tho greatest general of 
modern times, Moltke, dines upon saus- 
ago three times a day. He says that no 
man who is not a lover of sau-sages can - 
ever make a great general. Some years 
ago ho was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer, llo was eating his 
usual meal of "wurstand puini)ornickel," 
and asked tho young ofiicer to join him. 
The ollor was declined on the ground that 
ho never could eat sausages. "Sir," said 
the great general, looking at the oflScer 
with flashing eyes, "the man who cannot 
eat san.sagos need novor expect promo- 
tion from me." The young olUcor nt onco 
upphed himself , so assiduously to tho cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages that in tha 
late war he iiad risen to bo General Von 
Molik(!'s chief of staff. A distaste for sau- 
.■'agcs led to tho dismissal of a wooer of 
the qcnoral's danglitor. She afterwards 
married a manuf'aetui-er of sausages with 
bur father's approbation, and she is now 
tho happy mother of eight healthy sau* 
sago-eating children. Wero anyone -jp^^jn 
say in General A'on Moltke'a presence 
that sausages wero mode-; out of refuse 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet ho has never nccoiinted ' .1 
for thu decadence in the number of dogs 
in Germany since Hauaagos bocamo the 
national food, as frogs aro that of the 
French, potatoes and herrings of the Ir-'^ 
ish, beef and plum pudding of the Eog- 
lish, bnckwiieat cakes and tobacco of Am< 
ericans, and Ileywood's Pork Sausage oi 
British Columbians. ♦
